To  the  Mayor , Aldermen  and  Councillors 
of  the  City  of  Gloucester. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I herewith  put  before  you  my  nth  and  last  Annual  Report 
as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  School  Medical  Officer. 

It  is  with  regret  I have  to  report  an  increase  in  Infant 
Mortality,  though  the  year’s  figures  will  be  found  to  compare 
favourably  with  towns  of  similar  size  and  circumstances. 

Scarlet  Fever  has  been  prevalent,  and  though  the  type 
has  not  been  severe,  yet  a large  number  of  cases  with  persistent 
discharges  from  nose  and  ears  have  made  it  difficult  to  discharge 
the  cases  as  early  as  one  would  wish. 

I should  like  to  draw  attention  to  the  valuable  operative 
work  carried  out  at  Over;  the  provision  of  the  Operating 
Theatre  has  certainly  proved  worth  while. 

Before  the  end  of  the  year  arrangements  were  completed 
for  the  treatment  of  defects  of  the  ear,  nose  and  throat  in 
children  under  5 years  as  a result  of  a circular  from  the  Ministry 
of  Health  dealing  with  the  subject  of  “ Prevention  of  Deafness.” 

Also,  arrangements  were  completed  for  the  giving  of 
instruction  in  methods  of  birth  control  to  married  women  in 
whom  there  are  definite  medical  grounds  to  justify  such 
instruction. 
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Consideration  has  been  given  to  the  provision  of  further 
Maternity  accommodation,  and  general  approval  given  to  the 
provision  of  a new  Maternity  Ward  in  association  with  the 
General  Hospital.  This  will  necessitate  the  appropriating  of 
that  Hospital  under  the  Public  Health  Acts — a step  which  I 
have  constantly  urged  as  desirable. 

The  new  Port  Sanitary  Regulations  called  for  a complete 
overhaul  of  the  Port  Sanitary  Administration,  and  the  new 
arrangements  appear  to  be  working  satisfactorily. 

I should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  members  of  the 
Staff  during  the  year,  and  for  their  help  during  my  io  years 
in  Gloucester,  and,  also,  to  the  Members  of  the  Committee  and 
Council  for  many  kindnesses.

COMMON  LODGING-HOUSES. 

There  were  5 Common  Lodging-houses  on  the  Register  at 
the  end  of  the  year. 

The  number  of  rooms  registered  for  sleeping  was  35,  which 
provide  accommodation  for  194  lodgers. 

The  number  of  inspections  made  during  the  course  of  the 
year  was  33. 

HOUSES  LET  IN  LODGINGS. 

The  number  of  houses  on  the  Register  as  " Let  in  Lodgings  ” 
or  “ Occupied  by  members  of  more  than  one  family  ” at  the 
end  of  the  year  was  15. 

37  inspections  of  these  premises  were  made  during  the 
year,  and  no  contraventions  of  the  Byelaws  were  found  to  exist. 

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

Rat  Week  this  year  was  advertised  by  displaying  special 
posters  on  the  hoardings  in  the  City  and  by  circulating  small 
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hand-bills  to  shops,  warehouses,  food  stores,  timber  yards,  etc. 
The  co-operation  of  all  persons  was  invited  to  destroy  rats, 
and  advice  given  on  their  prevention  and  destruction. 

Again  one  has  to  record  the  very  small  number  of  persons 
who  applied  during  Rat  Week  to  the  office  for  advice.  Whether 
this  is  due  to  lack  of  interest  in  Rat  Week,  or  to  the  fact  that 
rat  repression  is  carried  on  throughout  the  year,  is  difficult 

to  say. 

Personal  visits  were  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  to 
the  various  premises,  and  advice  given  to  the  occupiers  when 

necessary. 

At  one  shop  the  occupier  complained  that  rats  were 
working  into  the  cellar  from  the  sewer  in  the  street.  The 
pavement  was  found  to  be  undermined,  but  on  the  pavement 
being  taken  up  it  was  found  that  the  rats  were  coming  from 
under  the  living  room,  through  a hole  in  the  foundation,  and 
then  working  along  under  the  pavement  and  then  into  the 
cellar  through  holes  where  the  gas  and  electric  light  mains 
had  been  put  in  and  the  holes  not  properly  made  good. 

The  whole  of  the  sewers  were  baited,  about  i,500  baits  of 
Barium  Carbonate  and  Phosphorus  being  laid.  Both  kinds  of 
baits  were  freely  taken  showing  that  there  are  large  numbers  of 
rats  in  the  sewers,  and  the  question  arises  whether  further 
steps  should  be  taken  to  keep  down  the  rat  population  of  the 

sewers. 

In  three  places  rat  runs  were  found  coming  from  the  sewers, 
and  were  dealt  with  by  the  appropriate  department. 

RAG  FLOCK  ACTS,  1911  and  1928. 

In  pursuance  of  the  above  Acts,  2 samples  were  procured 
for  the  purpose  of  analysis  during  the  year.  Both  samples 
were  found  to  conform  with  the  requirements  of  the  Acts,

At  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  27  samples  of 
“ Certified  ” milk  were  taken  during  the  year  for  the  purpose 
of  bacteriological  examination,  and  9 of  these  were  reported  as 
not  being  up  to  the  required  standard. 

36  samples  of  ordinary  milk,  1 Grade  “A”  milk,  4 
Pasteurised  milk,  and  10  of  ice  cream  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination,  and  it  was  found  that  55  per 
cent,  of  the  samples  of  ordinary  milk,  25  per  cent,  of  the 
Pasteurised  milk,  and  70  per  cent,  of  the  ice  cream  could  not 
be  considered  satisfactory  owing  to  the  high  bacterial  count, 
or  to  the  presence  of  bacillus  coli  in  such  quantities  as  to  be 
considered  unsatisfactory,  or  to  the  presence  of  both.  The 
sample  of  Grade  A was  found  to  be  satisfactoiy. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ORDER,  1926. 

During  the  year  two  inspections  of  the  dairy  cows  kept 
within  the  City  were  made  by  Mr.  F.  J.  Eardlcy,  M.R.C.V.S., 
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the  Veterinary  Officer  appointed  to  carry  out  the  duties  under 
the  above  Order. 

Mr.  Eardley  reports  that  the  animals,  on  the  whole,  were 
found  to  be  in  a fair  condition,  and  no  disease  was  found  which 
could,  in  his  opinion,  affect  the  milk  supply. 

One  old  standing  case  of  mastitis  was  found,  but  this 
cow  was  dry,  and  was  not  in  the  milk  herd. 

The  general  bodily  condition  of  all  the  cows  was  lower 
than  in  previous  years,  but  this  I consider  to  be  due  to  the 
scarcity  of  grass,  and  the  poor  quality  of  food  generally. 

MEAT. 

There  are  15  private  slaughter-houses  in  the  City,  11  of 
which  are  held  under  annual  licence,  the  remaining  4 being 
registered. 

The  number  of  visits  paid  to  the  slaughter-houses  for  the 
inspection  of  carcases,  etc.,  was  2976.

At  Gloucester  Docks  the  vessels  are  supplied  with  water 
from  hydrants. 
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(c)  There  is  one  water  boat  at  Sharpness  which  is  in  good 

sanitary  condition. 

IV.— PORT  SANITARY  REGULATIONS,  1933. 

1.  Arrangements  for  dealing  with  Declarations  of  Health. — 

On  arrival  of  a ship  from  a foreign  port,  the  Port  Sanitary 
Inspector  immediately  boards  the  vessel  and  obtains  the  Form 
of  Declaration  as  prescribed  by  the  Regulations,  and  if  necessary, 
arranges  for  one  of  the  Medical  Officers  residing  in  the  area  to 
inspect  the  ship  and  crew. 

In  the  case  of  ships  bound  for  Sharpness  that  have  to 
" lighten  ” at  North  wick  Buoy,  the  declaration  of  health  is 
obtained  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  if  necessary, 
arrangements  made  for  the  Medical  Officer  residing  in  this 
district  to  carry  out  medical  inspection. 

2. — Hoarding  of  Vessels  on  Arrival.— 

All  vessels  arriving  from  “ foreign  ” are  boarded  by  the 
Port  Sanitary  Inspector.  The  Medical  Officer  is  notified  of 
any  cases  of  sickness  on  board  or  that  have  occurred  during  the 
V0Yage5  and  of  any  serious  infestation,  or  suspicious  mortality, 
of  rats.  In  addition,  every  ship  from  ports  considered  to  be 
dangerous  or  suspicious  with  regard  to  Plague,  Cholera,  Yellow 
Fever,  Typhus  or  Smallpox  is  visited  on  arrival  by  the  Medical 
Officer. 

During  1933,  8 ships  from  foreign  ports  were  inspected  by 
the  Medical  Officer  and  the  crews  examined. 

3.  — Notification  to  the  Authority  of  Inward  Vessels  requiring 

special  attention. — 

Arrangements  have  been  made  whereby  messages  from 
foreign-going  ships  approaching  the  Port  of  Gloucester  and 
requiring  the  attention  of  the  Port  Medical  Officer  be  received 
at  the  Signalling  Station  at  Walton  Bay  and  thence  conveyed 
to  the  Port  Medical  Officer  either  by  telephone  or  by  telegraph 
address  “ Porthealth,  Gloucester.” 
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4.  Mooring  Stations  designated  under  Article  10.— 

With  the  concurrence  of  H.M.  Customs  and  the  Harbour 
Master,  the  following  mooring  stations  have  been  established  . 

(1)  The  Buoy  at  the  south-western  extremity  of  the 
floating  dock. 

(2)  The  tidal  basin  at  the  south-western  extremity  of 
the  docks  and  adjoining  the  River  Severn. 

(3)  Northwick  Buoy  which  is  situated  outside  the 
Sharpness  Docks. 

5.  Standing  exemptions  from  the  provisions  of  Article  14.— 

Standing  exemption  from  detention  of  vessels  to  enable 
them  to  proceed  to  their  places  of  mooring,  discharge  or  loading, 
and  to  be  granted  modified  pratique  has  been  made  in  the 
following  circumstances : — 

Home  Traders.— Any  “unhealthy”  ship  shall  proceed 
to  her  own  berth  as  a designated  place  under  the  Regulations. 

Foreign-going  and  from  a healthy  port. — Any  “ unhealthy 
ship  shall  proceed  to  her  own  berth  as  a designated  place  under 
the  Regulations  unless  the  ship  is  a suspected  or  infected  ship 
by  reason  of  Plague,  Cholera,  Yellow  Fever  or  Typhus.  In  the 
latter  case  the  ship  shall  proceed  to  the  mooring  station  inside 

the  docks. 

Foreign-going  and  from  an  infected  port. — If  the  ship  is 
“ healthy  ” and  the  Medical  Officer  does  not  board  on  arrival, 
she  may  be  sent  to  her  own  berth  as  a designated  place  under 
the  Regulations,  and  boarded  there. 

If  the  ship  is  “ unhealthy  ” and  the  Medical  Officer  does 
not  board  on  arrival,  the  ship  shall  be  detained  at  one  of  the 
mooring  stations  till  she  has  been  inspected. 

If  found  to  be  an  infected  or  suspected  ship  so  far  as  Plague, 
Cholera,  Yellow  Fever  or  Typhus  are  concerned,  and  where 
there  is  suspicious  mortality  amongst  rats,  the  ship  shall  be 
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dealt  with  at  the  mooring  station,  otherwise  the  ship  may 
proceed  to  her  berth  as  a designated  place  under  the  Regulations, 
and  dealt  with  there. 

6.  — Experience  of  working  of  Article  1(>. 

The  restriction  imposed  under  this  Article  relating  to 
boarding  vessels  has  worked  fairly  well.  The  Harbour  Master, 
in  the  course  of  his  duties  as  such,  gives  assistance  to  secure 
compliance  with  this  provision,  and  every  assistance  is  afforded 
by  H.M.  Customs  Officers. 

Notices  have  been  posted  in  the  Docks  to  the  effect  that 
No  persons  other  than  a pilot,  customs  officer,  an  immigration 
officer  or  other  authorised  officer  of  the  Sanitary  Authority 
may  board  or  leave  a ship  arriving  from  a foreign  port  until  the 
ship  is  free  from  control  under  these  Regulations.” 

7. — (a)  Premises  and  waiting  rooms  for  medical  examination. 

The  Port  Hospital  at  Sharpness  would  be  used  for  this 
purpose  where  necessary. 

(b)  Cleansing  and  disinfection  of  ships,  persons  and  clothing 

and  other  articles. — 

Arrangements  have  been  made  whereby  a firm  at  Bristol 
would  be  called  in  to  carry  out  any  disinfection  of  ships  that  may 
be  necessary,  and  the  Bristol  Port  Sanitary  Authority  has 
agreed  to  supervise  deratisation  and  issue  the  necessary 
certificate. 

No  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  cleansing  of 
persons. 

The  steam  disinfector  at  the  City  Isolation  Hospital  is 
available  for  the  Port  for  the  disinfection  of  clothing  and  other 
articles. 

(c)  Premises  for  the  temporary  accommodation  of  persons. 

At  Sharpness  the  Port  Hospital  would  be  used  for  this 
purpose.  No  provision  has  been  made  at  Gloucester  Docks, 

C 
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(d)  Hospital  Accommodation.— 

(i.)  Infectious  Diseases.— Cases  discovered  at  Sharpness 
and  Gloucester  would  be  treated  at  the  City  Isolation 
Hospital,  Gloucester. 

(ii.)  Other  Diseases.— Other  cases  would  be  dealt  with  at 
the  Berkeley  Cottage  Hospital  or  the  Gloucestershire 

Royal  Infirmary. 

(e)  Ambulance  Transport. — 

The  ambulance  from  the  City  Isolation  Hospital  would  be 
used  for  the  removal  of  cases  to  Hospital. 

(/)  Supervision  of  Contacts. —

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Miss  Palmer,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic 
and  Welfare  Centres,  makes  the  following  report  for  the  year  : 

“ The  attendance  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  during  the 
year  has  been  fairly  up  to  the  usual  standard,  perhaps  excepting 
those  of  most  recent  opening,  Tuffiey  and  Coney  Hill,  where, 
although  held  in  the  midst  of  the  new  housing  districts,  the 
average  attendances  are  not  as  large  as  would  be  expected. 
This,  however,  may  be  due  to  the  fact  that  at  both  these  Centres, 
meetings  are  held  fortnightly,  and  in  spite  of  all  efforts  to  make 
this  known,  mothers  are  apt  to  forget  which  is  the  day  for  the 
meeting. 

“ The  longstanding  epidemics  of  Whooping  Cough  and 
Mumps  in  December  and  January,  of  course,  affected  the 
attendances  temporarily,  especially  as  the  mothers  are  urged 
not  to  risk  spreading  infection.  There  is  no  doubt  that  this 
year  the  great  menace  of  Whooping  Cough  has  been  accentuated. 

“ The  Ante-Natal  Clinic  has  certainly  maintained  its  high 
average  attendance,  some  mothers  making  regular  visits 
voluntarily  throughout  the  term  of  pregnancy. 

“ The  sale  of  steiilised  maternity  outfits  provided  by  the 
District  Nursing  Society  has  proved  most  popular,  and  should 
be  a valuable  contribution  towards  safe  confinements. 

“ The  number  of  expectant  mothers  seen  at  Doctor’s 
Clinics  has  increased  largely  during  the  year. 

" In  November  we' had  a visit  from  Miss  Morrison,  of  the 
National  Milk  Publicity  Council  who  lectured  at  all  the  Welfare 
Centres,  and  roused  keen  interest  by  her  demonstrations  and 
talks. 

“ Gloucester  succeeded  in  gaining  a Certificate  of  High 
Commendation  for  Baby  Week  which  was  held  at  the  Corn 
Exchange  in  December,  1932.”

THE  SCHOOL  MEDICAL  SERVICE, 

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  MEDICAL  OFFICER 

FOR  1933. 

STAFF. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  constitution  of  the  Staff 
of  the  School  Medical  Services  employed  for  the  inspection  and 
treatment  of  the  children  attending  the  Schools  under  the 
Local  Education  Authority  during  the  year. 

CO-ORDINATION. 

So  far  as  is  possible  the  work  of  the  various  Health  Services 
is  linked  together. 

All  information  which  has  a bearing  on  the  work  of  other 
departments  is  passed  on  to  the  departments  concerned,  such 
as  the  transfer  of  all  M.  and  C.  W.  Cards  to  the  School  Medical 
Department  when  school-age  is  reached,  and  the  transfer  of 
information  relating  to  tuberculosis  notified  to  the  Health 
Department  of  children  of  school-age,  or  when  they  reach 
school-age,  etc.,  etc. 

Two  of  the  recently  appointed  Nurses  perform  all  the 
duties  of  Health  Visiting  and  School  Nursing  in  their  respective 
areas.  Such  an  arrangement  helps  administration  considerably, 
and  is  far  better  from  many  points  of  view,  as  it  does  not  entail 
more  than  one  nurse  visiting  the  same  house,  and  is  much 
preferred  by  those  for  whom  the  services  are  provided. 

SCHOOL  HYGIENE. 

Surroundings  of  Schools. — Satisfactory. 

Ventilation. — On  the  whole  satisfactory.  Some  of  the 
classrooms  in  the  Inafnts’  School  at  Hatherley  Road  might  be 
improved.  At  Derby  Road  Infants’  School,  opening  the  large 
sash  window  is  reported  to  cause  a draught. 

Lighting. — Satisfactory.  No  school  has  shown  any  special 
number  of  eye  defects. 
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Heating. — During  a specially  cold  spell  with  a N.E.  wind 
in  December,  the  heating  in  one  or  two  of  the  centrally-heated 
schools  was  inadequate,  and  the  question  of  improvement  in 
this  direction  is  under  consideration  by  the  Committee.  Ihe 
majority  of  the  schools  are  usually  comfortable. 

Equipment.— Dual  desks,  chairs  and  tables  are  provided  in 
all  schools. 

Sanitary  Conveniences. — There  has  been  no  change  during 
the  year,  and  there  is  still  room  for  improvement,  especially  in 
the  non-provided  schools. 

Playgrounds. — No  change  has  taken  place  during  the  year. 

Water  for  Washing. — Cold  water  is  provided  in  all  schools. 
Hot  water  would  be  an  improvement  in  such  schools  as  Arch- 
deacon Street  Senior  Boys’.  The  Infants  are  given  lessons  in 
hand-washing,  but  in  the  upper  classes  children  are  expected 
to  come  to  school  clean,  and  washing  of  hands  during  school 
hours  to  be  only  necessary  in  exceptional  circumstances. 

Water  for  Drinking. — There  is  some  provision  in  all  schools. 

Cleanliness  of  Schoolrooms  and  Cloakrooms. — The  standard, 
which  was  improving,  has  been  maintained.  The  “ Dusmo  ” 
dry-cleaning  system  is  in  use  in  several  schools,  but  dust  still 
rises  during  sweeping  operations. 

Drying  of  Children’s  Clothes  and  Boots. — Hot  water  pipes 
are  provided  in  the  cloakrooms  of  the  Council  Schools.  In  the 
Non-provided  Schools  there  is  no  provision. 

Baths. — There  are  no  school  baths. 

Swimming. — Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  children 
of  the  Elementary  Schools  to  receive  instruction  in  swimming  at 
the  Public  Baths,  and  are  able  to  obtain  certificates  of  proficiency. 

Overcrowding. — The  new  classroom  at  Hatherley  Road 
Infants’  School  has  relieved  the  congestion  referred  to  in  the 
Report  for  1932,  and  is  very  satisfactory. 
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MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

The  arrangements  for  carrying  out  School  Medical 
Inspection  remained  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year. 

FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION  AND  MEDICAL 

TREATMENT. 

The  figures  relating  to  the  number  of  defects  found  as  a 
result  of  medical  inspection  will  be  found  in  Table  II.  at  the 
end  of  the  Report. 

The  percentage  of  children  examined  and  found  to  require 
medical  treatment  (excluding  dental  and  uncleanliness), 
compared  with  the  previous  year,  is  as  follows:  —

(a)  Malnutrition. — It  has  not  been  possible  recently  to  make 
very  careful  investigations  into  the  question  of  malnutrition 
amongst  the  children  of  the  Elementary  Schools,  but  from 
the  findings  of  school  medical  inspection  during  the  year 
there  is  little  evidence  that  malnutrition  exists  to  any 
extent,  though  unemployment  has  been  very  prevalent  in 
the  City  during  the  past  few  years. 

(b)  Uneleanliness. — The  following  is  a summary  of  the 
examinations,  visits  and  findings,  at  the  cleanliness 
inspections  carried  out  by  the  School  Nurses  : —

ig  children  were  cleansed  at  the  School  Clinic  during  the  year. 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  make  use  of  the  powers 

under  Section  87  of  the  Education  Act,  1921,  to  enforce  cleansing. 

(c)  Minor  Ailments  and  Diseases  of  the  Skin. — All  cases  of 
minor  ailments  found  at  school  medical  inspection  are 
referred  to  the  School  Clinics,  and  in  addition,  cases  are 
sent  to  the  clinics  by  parents,  teachers,  and  occasionally 
School  Attendance  Officers. 

During  the  year  1,427  cases  were  treated  at  the 
Clinics. 

Of  the  1,427  cases,  194  were  treated  for  skin  diseases, 
48  for  minor  eye  defects,  93  for  minor  ear  defects,  and  1,091 
miscellaneous,  e.g.,  minor  injuries,  bruises,  sores,  chilblains, 
etc. 

Just  over  200  more  cases  were  treated  at  the  Clinics 
compared  with  the  previous  year,  and  are  mostly  accounted 
for  under  “ miscellaneous.” 

(d)  Visual  Defects  and  External  Eye  Disease. — The  number  of 
defects  of  vision,  including  squint,  dealt  with  during  the 
year  was  295,  of  which  239  were  due  to  errors  of  refraction, 
and  include  39  cases  of  squint,  and  56  other  defects  of  the 
eye  not  including  the  minor  eye  defects  referred  to  in 
Table  IV. 

There  were  no  operations  for  squint  during  the  year. 

(e)  Nose  and  Throat  Defects.— At  medical  inspection  64  cases 
were  found  to  require  treatment  for  nose  and  throat  defects, 
32  for  enlarged  tonsils,  n for  adenoids,  and  21  for  enlarged 
tonsils  and  adenoids. 

36  children,  compared  with  32  in  the  previous  year, 
received  operative  treatment  for  nose  and  throat  defects, 
vide  Table  IV.,  Group  III.  28  of  these  operations  were 
carried  out  under  the  Authority’s  scheme,  the  remainder 
being  dealt  with  either  by  private  practitioners  or  at  a 
hospital. 
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(/)  l^ar  Diseases  and  Defective  Hearing. — The  number  of  cases 
found  to  require  treatment  at  school  medical  inspection 
was  24,  compared  with  15  in  the  previous  year. 

Altogether  93  cases  were  treated  at  the  school  clinic. 

(g)  Dental  Defects. — The  following  is  the  Report  of  Mr. 
Launcelot  Machin,  L.D.S.,  R.C.S.,  the  School  Dental 
Surgeon : — 

" At  the  commencement  of  school  dental  treatment  for 
Gloucester  children  in  June,  1920,  some  weeks  elapsed 
before  full  surgery  equipment  could  be  installed,  and  the 
opportunity  was  taken  of  inspecting  and  charting  several 
hundred  children  of  each  age.  200  children  of  ages  13 
to  14  years,  “ Leavers/’  were  included. 

“ Such  an  inspection  of  ‘ Leavers  ’ has  not  been  carried 
out  since,  owing  to  pressure  of  routine  work.  It  has  been 
obvious,  of  course,  that  some  improvement  has  taken  place 
in  the  general  dental  condition  of  the  modern  ‘ Leavers  ’ as 
compared  with  that  obtaining  in  pre-school-treatment  days, 
but  no  effort  has  been  made  to  tabulate  that  improvement 
until  this  year.  The  Head  Teachers  of  several  of  the  Senior 
Schools  kindly  collaborated,  sending  various  groups  of 
‘ Leavers  ’ to  the  clinic  until  records  of  more  than  300  were 
obtained.

ff  When  put  in  different  terms,  this  shows  that  the 
modern  child  is  still  half  as  bad  in  regard  to  teeth  as  the 
immediate  post-war  child.  Instead  of  showing  5 decaying 
teeth,  he  or  she  shows  3 or  2 and  a place  where  a tooth 
ought  to  be.  This  is  the  average.  The  gross  figures  for 
*933>  include  49  children  with  perfect  sets  of  teeth,  counter- 
balanced by  an  almost  equal  number  of  very  poor  dentitions. 

“ The  Central  Schools  were  not  included.  Their 
general  dental  conditions  are  better  than  the  average  shown 
above.  Both  Central  Schools  have  always  shown  a high 
percentage  of  children  whose  parents  have  never  refused  an 
offer  of  dental  treatment  for  their  children.  It  was 
mentioned  in  my  last  report  that  the  Central  girls,  in 
particular,  show  keenness  to  have  good  teeth.  On  that 
account  a little  extra  time  has  usually  been  allotted  to  that 
school  each  year. 

“ A communication  was  sent  to  the  Senior  Dental 
Surgeon  at  Cambridge,  as  there  are  less  children  there  and 
two  whole-time  dentists  to  attend  to  them  so  that  good 
results  are  obtained.  Returns  were  very  kindly  supplied 
which  showed  that  the  average  condition  at  the  Girls’ 
Central  School,  Gloucester,  is  almost  identical  with  that  of 
the  average  Cambridge  14  year  old  child.  A separate 
‘ return  ’ for  the  Cambridge  Central  School  is  not  available. 
It  would  doubtless  be  superior,  and  acceptance  of  regular 
dental  treatment  is  a condition  for  the  granting  of  places 
in  that  school. 

“ The  rest  of  the  dental  report  consists  of  the  annual 
return  of  defects  treated,  and  will  be  found  in  Table  IV., 
Group  IV.” 

(h)  Orthopaedic  and  Postural  Defects.— The  Local  Authority 
has  no  scheme  for  the  treatment  of  these  defects,  and  from 
a recent  survey  of  the  position  it  did  not  appear  necessary 
to  make  any  special  provision  in  this  connection  at  the 
moment.  It  was  found  after  close  investigation  that

practically  all  the  children  known  to  the  department  as 
suffering  from  crippling  defects  were  either  under  treatment 
or  had  had  treatment  at  the  Gloucestershire  Royal  Infirmary 
or  some  other  suitable  hospital. 

16  cases  were  known  to  be  under  treatment  at  the 
Infirmary  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

(i)  Heart  Disease  and  Rheumatism. — A register  is  kept  at  the 
school  clinic  of  all  children  of  school  age  known  to  have 
heart  defects  of  any  kind,  and  such  cases  are  from  time  to 
time  referred  to  the  special  heart  clinic  conducted  by  Dr. 
Finlay  at  the  Gloucestershire  Royal  Infirmary.  The 
number  of  cases  referred  to  this  clinic  during  the  year  was  6. 

( j ) Tuberculosis. — During  School  Medical  Inspection,  9 
suspected  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  discovered, 
and  9 Non-pulmonary  cases  (glands). 

The  number  of  notified  cases  of  Tuberculosis  on  the 
register  amongst  children  of  school  age  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  12  lung  cases,  and  65  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis, 
mostly  cervical  glands. 

9 cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and  21  cases  of  other 
forms  of  Tuberculosis  received  institutional  treatment 
during  the  year. 

44  FOLLOWING  UP  ” WORK. 

As  a sequel  to  Medical  and  Cleanliness  Inspections,  defects 
are  followed  up  by  the  School  Nurses  in  the  schools  or  at  the 
homes  of  the  children. 

The  number  of  visits  made  by  the  Nurses  to  the  schools 
was  882,  and  to  the  homes  of  certain  children  to  interview  the 
parent,  810. 

ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  TREATMENT. 

(a)  Malnutrition. — None. 

(b)  Uneleanliness. — In  bad  cases  of  verminous  conditions 
where  the  parent  has  not  been  able  to  effect  an  early 
improvement,  the  cases  are  dealt  with  at  the  School  Clinic, 
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(c)  Minor  Ailments  and  Diseases  of  the  Skin.— Minor  ailments 
and  diseases  of  the  skin  are  dealt  with  at  the  School  Clinics. 
In  the  case  of  skin  diseases,  other  than  of  a minor  nature, 
the  parent  is  informed  that  he  should  call  in  his  own  doctor, 
and  in  necessitous  cases  the  children  are  referred  to  the 
Gloucestershire  Royal  Infirmary  through  the  medium  of 
an  out-patient’s  letter. 

(d)  Visual  and  External  Eye  Defects.— Cases  of  refraction  are 
dealt  with  at  the  eye  clinic  established  by  the  Local 
Authority.  Cases  of  squint  are  referred  to  the  Eye 
Specialist  at  the  Gloucestershire  Royal  Infirmary  for 
operative  or  other  treatment. 

(e)  Nose  and  Throat  Defects. — Children  with  nose  and  throat 
defects  are  referred  to  the  Nose  and  Throat  Specialist  at 
the  Royal  Infirmary  under  the  Authority’s  scheme. 

(/)  Ear  Diseases  and  Defective  Hearing. — These  cases,  when  of 
a minor  nature,  are  dealt  with  at  the  School  Clinic.  If  of 
a more  serious  nature,  the  parent  is  informed  and  advised 
to  call  in  his  own  doctor. 

(g)  Dental  Defects. — A dental  clinic,  with  a whole-time  dental 
surgeon,  is  available  for  the  treatment  of  dental  defects. 

(h)  Orthopaedic  and  Postural  Defects. — The  Local  Authority 
has  no  scheme  for  the  treatment  of  these  defects,  such  cases 
being  referred  to  the  Gloucestershire  Roiyal  Infirmary. 

( i ) Heart  Disease  and  Rheumatism. — These  cases  are  referred 
to  the  special  clinic  held  at  the  Gloucestershire  Royal 
Infirmary. 

( j ) Tuberculosis. — Children  of  school  age  found  or  suspected 
to  be  suffering  from  Tuberculosis,  are  referred  to  the 
Tuberculosis  Dispensary  for  examination  by  the  Tuber- 
culosis Officer.  Accommodation  is  available  at  Standish 
House  Sanatorium  for  treatment. 

(k)  Other  Diseases  and  Defects. — The  City  Isolation  Hospital  is 
available  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and 
Diphtheria. 
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In  cases  of  Pneumonia,  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough, 
where  there  exist  severe  complications  or  unsatisfactory 
home  conditions,  every  endeavour  is  made  to  find  accommo- 
dation for  such  cases  at  the  City  Isolation  Hospital. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  following  cases  of  infectious  diseases  amongst  the 
children  attending  the  Elementary  Schools  and  Central  Schools 
were  notified  during  the  year  : —

The  exclusion  of  cases  and  contacts  from  attending  school 
is  dealt  with  as  laid  down  in  the  Memorandum  issued  by  the 
Board  of  Ministry  of  Health  and  Board  of  Education  in  1927 
on  the  “ Closure  of  and  Exclusion  from  School.” 

OPEN-AIR  EDUCATION. 

There  are  no  arrangements  for  Open-air  education,  but 
occasionally  during  the  summer  months  playground  classes  are 
taken  in  the  Infants’  Schools. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  Inner  Wheel  of  the  Rotary 
Club  20  girls  under  12  years  of  age  were  selected  by  the  School 
Medical  Officer  for  two  weeks  free  holiday  at  the  Convalescent 
Home  at  Weston-super-Mare.  In  all  cases  the  children  were 
greatly  improved  in  health,  and  appear  to  be  keeping  fit  this 
winter. 

PHYSICAL  TRAINING. 

There  is  no  Area  Organiser  for  Physical  Training.  The 
names  of  children  requiring  any  special  attention,  such  as 
breathing  exercises,  etc.,  are  sent  to  the  Head  Teachers. 

PROVISION  OF  MEALS. 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  for  the  Local  Authority 
to  make  any  provision  for  meals. 
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Milk  during  the  morning  session  is  provided  in  many 
schools  for  a small  weekly  sum,  but  there  is  no  selection  of 
children  by  the  School  Medical  Officer. 

Messrs.  Horlick  provided  equipment  for  supplying  malted 
milk  in  several  of  the  schools.  The  cost  per  child  is  about  the 
same  as  for  fresh  milk. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  PARENTS,  TEACHERS,  SCHOOL 
ATTENDANCE  OFFICERS  AND  VOLUNTARY 

RODIES. 

772  parents  attended  Medical  Inspection  at  the  Schools 
during  the  year. 

The  Teachers  give  willing  assistance  in  arranging  for  School 
Medical  Inspection.  In  order  to  assist  in  the  carrying  out  of 
treatment  recommended,  Head  Teachers  are  furnished  with 
lists  of  such  cases  with  a view  to  using  their  influence  with  the 
parents  and  the  children  to  see  that  necessary  treatment  is 
obtained,  and  I have  to  thank  them  for  their  assistance  in  this 
direction. 

As  I have  mentioned  before,  without  the  active  assistance, 
interested  co-operation  and  the  determination  on  their  part  to 
assist  the  department  in  its  efforts  to  have  defects  treated,  in 
addition  to  their  assistance  in  enabling  the  department  to  find 
these  defects,  the  work  of  the  School  Medical  Department  will 
certainly  fail  to  achieve  the  full  measure  of  success  it  should. 

The  Teachers  continue  to  afford  valuable  assistance  in 
dealing  with  cases  of  infectious  diseases  amongst  children  by 
notifying  the  School  Medical  Officer  of  suspected  cases.  Such 
cases  are  then  visited  by  the  Medical  or  Nursing  Staff,  and  any 
action  taken  that  may  be  necessary. 

The  School  Attendance  Officers  continue  to  give  valuable 
assistance  by  forwarding  information  to  the  department  of 
cases  of  suspicious  illness  amongst  children  who  are  absent  from 
school  where  no  doctor  has  been  called  in. 
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Inspector  Ward,  N.S.P.C.C.,  has  given  willing  assistance  in 

several  instances  during  the  year. 

BLIND,  DEAF,  DEFECTIVE  AND  EPILEPTIC  CHILDREN. 

(a)  Blind. — There  are  no  children  attending  the  Elementary 
Schools  who  are  so  blind  that  they  can  only  be  appro- 
priately taught  in  a school  for  blind  children,  in  other 
words,  there  are  no  children  who  are  not  able  to  read  the 
ordinary  books  provided  for  the  children  in  the  schools. 

There  are  4 children  at  Certified  Schools  for  the 
partially  blind,  and  5 attending  the  Elementary  Schools. 

(b)  Deaf. — One  child  is  attending  a Certified  School  for  the 
deaf,  and  2 are  attending  the  Elementary  Schools. 

(c)  Mental  Defectives.— There  are  7 feeble-minded  children, 
not  notifiable  to  the  Local  Control  Authority,  attending  the 
Elementary  Schools  who  are  incapable  of  receiving  proper 
benefit  from  instruction  in  an  ordinary  Elementary  School. 

During  the  year,  6 imbeciles  (5  boys  and  1 girl)  were 
notified  to  the  Local  Mental  Deficiency  Authority. 

There  are  14  cases  on  the  register  coming  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Local  Control  Authority,  who  are  at 
no  School  or  Institution,  of  which  1 is  under  school  age. 
These  cases  are  visited  quarterly  by  the  School  Nurse, 
particularly  with  regard  to  home  conditions,  or  more 
frequently  if  necessary. 

(d)  Epileptics. — There  are  6 cases  of  Epilepsy,  not  severe, 
attending  school,  and  1 severe  case  which  is  at  no  school  or 
Institution. 


DELICATE  CHILDREN. 

There  are  244  delicate  children  attending  the  Public 
Elementary  Schools  which  include  cases  of  Pre-  or  Latent 
Tuberculosis,  Malnutrition,  Debility,  Anaemia,  etc.  The 
majority  of  these  children  would  benefit  by  treatment  in  Open- 
air  schools  or  classes, 

F 
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It  is  regretted  that  it  has  not  yet  been  possible  to  establish 
the  projected  Open-air  School  at  Oakbank.  This  will  fill  a 
very  definite  need,  to  the  great  advantage  of  the  school  children 
in  the  district. 

SECONDARY  SCHOOLS  AND  CONTINUATION  SCHOOLS. 

The  pupils  attending  the  four  Secondary  Schools  and  the 
Junior  Technical  School  for  Boys  were  inspected  on  the  lines 
laid  down  by  the  Board  of  Education.  The  number  of  pupils 
so  examined  and  the  defects  found  is  shown  in  Tables  A and  B 
at  the  end  of  the  Report. 

The  following  is  a record  of  the  treatment  known  to  have
